Tho dopurturo of Sir George Curlier 
and Hon W Wacdoagall, delogatos 
from tho Canadian Government to 
meet a similar delegation of the Had- 
eon Bay Company, al London, to ar- 
rango for the purchase and transfer of 
the .Northwest Territory, is significant 
of & desire on the port of all concern- 
ed to arrive at an early understanding. 
Tho delegates are mo^bors of tbe 
Government of Canada, and may 
tboroforo bo preBumod to understand 
thoroughly the question at issue, and 
to bo enabled through that knowledge 
to grapple with and overcome itB 
most difficult points. In tho fact, also, 
of their being members of the Cana- 
dian Government, and that their 
presence will bo required at Ottawa 
early in December, upon the opening 
of Parliament, wo have a good guar- 
antee that a speedy and satisfactory 
settlement will be had— if not by tho 
dolegatos, then by tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment, which is authorized to act as 
•ninpiro in caso of a disagreement. 
The Hudson .Bay Company claim cer- 
tain rights in tho Northwest Territory 
■which thoy naturally seok to oonserve* 
A statement of those claima will be 
laid before the delegation and allowed 
or disallowod. If allowed, they will be 
paid by Canada to the uttermost far- 
thing. If disallowod, tho territory 
will pass like a dream from tho hands 
of its present holdors into those of 
Canada, and tho wholo vast traot will 
be thrown open for settlement tooager 
thousands in tho Northwestern Staios 
aDd tho Eastern Proviiicos, who only 
await tho transfer to pour in aud 
possess thomselvos of tho rich farming 
lands within its limits. It would be a 
poor reoommondation abroad for tho 
Canadians were thoy to refuse to tako 
an intelligent and just vie* of this im- 
portant question. Governments, like 
individuals, navo found honesty, oven 
when disregarded as a principle, the 
best policy j and for one we would not 
willingly oonsont to live under a Gov- 
ernment that tignalizod tho commence- 
ment of its offloial life by the perpetra- 
tion of an act of spoliation aud fraud, 
The necessity for the delegation is un- 
fortunate j yet it only delays, does not 
kill Confederation, ncr lesson the 
chances of British Columbia at an 
early day forming part of the Domin- 
ion, any more than tbo result of the 
recent contest was a fair expression of 
the popular will on tbe sul jeot of Con" 
federation. With many selectors tho 
personal popularity of the candidates 
weighed moro boavily than did the 
principles they professed to advo- 
cate ; and tho political immorality 
developed was truly shocking and 
unparalleled in a British Colooy. Bat we 
are cot disposed to lift tbe veil from tbo past, 
nor to protest ugainst the return of the gerjH 
tlomeD who headed the poll. His Excellency 
may select the candidates receiving the 
lowost number ol votos if be wishes, and 
none can raise a valid objection, since the 
right of franchise, in a British sense, is with- 
held, aud tba selection is merely in tbe light 
of a recommendation which tbo Governor 
may adopt or set aside at pleasure, bo com- 
pletely are we uthis meicy. The settlement 
of tbe Hudson Bay cluinis and tho admission 
of both the Northwest Territory and British 
Columbia to the Confederacy wa regard ub 
ceituio at no distant day ; but in the event ol 
this expectation remaining unrealized by the 
failure of tho delegation now in London to 
effect a eatiafaciory arrangement, wo shall un- 
hesitatingly Bupport uny party which will 
aim nt relief from the Rip Van Winkleism 
of the present Government, and secure at 
laast a change in tbo Executive by aver y 
constitutional moans witbin reach of tbe

Editor British Colonist: — Your isBue 
of to-day contains a t-ecood paragraph re- 
flecting on the proceed Dgs of Capt Morton 
of the ebip Sarah March, lately loaded at 
Sooko. The language you use is totally un- 
warranted by tbo foots; and I am euro that 
if jou wars acquainted wiih tbo true state 
of tho cuee, your sympathy would be wiih 
the persecuted Captain, and not wiih the 
authors of thoso malicious slanders. Tho 
following is tbo case : Tho blup was loaded 
at Sooke under certain stipulations provided 
for iu tbo charter party. Tbo Captain wob 
to advance 52000 to tho charterers, and have 
a lien on the ourgo for this advance, as well 
as for demurrage and dead freight. Tbo 
Captain advanced 3800 of this money, and 
tendered tbo remainder, which was rufueod 
by the charterers unless other acoounts be- 
tween tbcm were settled. Tbe other accounts 
were for supplies. Of this tbe Captain ad- 
mitted all but about $200, and oflered to poy 
them, and he admitted this. The charterers 
refused, aad isBisted on the Captain Bigning 
bills of lading froo of demurrage and dead 
freight und paying the wholo of their 
claim. Tho Captain declined to do this; 
and tendered bis bills of lading, Afterwards 
the charterers sued the Captain, and got out 
a capiaB for 53G00. Tho whole amount of 
their claim before tho suit was under S1700. 
The Captain of courso took such steps at 
would protect himself and bis ship from 
snob an exorbitant claim ; aod I am glad to 
say has so far succeeded. Now, sir, your 
reprobation should be kept for those who 
by their harsh proceedings, bring the credit 
of this port into disgrace.

Mrs Phillips, on giving her evidenoe, said 
she was a widow with one child,.and was in- 
duced to call on Mrs Lush in Sau Francisco, 
from seeing her advertisements in the local 
papers j afler two ioierviewa she enterod into 
an engagement to come to Victoria, and ar- 
rived with Mrs Lush and Ellen Connoway, 
another girl hired for the some establishment, 
by the Del Norte on the latter part of Inst 
September. On arriving, they were all im 
mediately driven out in a- carriage to tho 
Park Hotel; 6he only served that afternoon 
and night, as she found the employment 
utterly different to what she expeoted, and 
for which sho was engaged ; two parties in 
San FraDcisco, a mother and daughter, 
(names unknown) whom she met at Mrs 
Lush's rooms in that town, recommended her 
to accept the situation, for she would Bad 
Mr and Mis Lush, at all times, a father and 
mother to her, lu couseqiienco of what was 
expected from her at the Park Hotel, she left 
the noxt morning after breakfast without 
taking ber cloihes ; she afterwards got them 
by paying 833 50, through Mr Druke, whom 
she consulted in reference to the matter, that 
amount being claimed in repayment of plain- 
tiff's passage money. 

Cross-examined — Gave her watch as se- 
curity for the $33 50; went to Mrs Bowmou'e 
for a fe w days, then she engaged herself with 
Mrs Dr Powell, at $30 a month ; had lived 
there until yesterday mornim; ; loll only bo- 
oaaee ehe wished to return to San Francisco 
Two respectable gentlemen of this city had 
caut oned har in tho bar-room of t: e Park 
Hotel, about staying there if she wished to 
be considered respectable; she saw enough 
withont such caution lo I'etermine her to 
leave; she positively relused to d'ink liquor 
with the gentlemen who culled ut the boubO ; 
she drunk some soda-water twice; Ibc 
occupation was altogether mis-represented 
to her ; she felt very wretched all the night 
■he was in tho house; she always lived in 
private service in Sau Francisco ; never got 
less than $25 a monih; was quite certain sho 
was engaRed as waitress and chambermaid in 
a quiet respectable hotel. 

Ellen Counowuy, the other girl, who came 
Up from San Francisco at the same time, cor- 
roborated ihc plaintiff's testimony in all its 
main features; acknowledged insulting lun* 
guoge was used to herself on Ihe first and 
only night ol service in Ibe Park Hotel; lefi 
with Mrs Phillips the next morning as it did 
nqt ot all agreo with her expectations, and 
tho eervice she enguged for. 

MoBsrsDrakc and Bishop were respectively 
examined on different sides upon ihe mailer 
of settlement; Mr Drake acknowledged ihe 
agreement was oaucollod in his office, and 
that be told Mrs Philips it would be a use- 
less operation to sue Mrs Lush. 

The Attorney for defendant, at this fltago 
of the proceedings, urged a no/i-suit on the 
grounds that a husbund is not liublo lor his 
wife's actions beyond a natural .domestic 
agency ; and quoted in BUiport of his views, 
tho law ol Torts, Chapter 20, section 2 ; nest 
that no proof had btou put beforo the Oouit 
that Mrs Lush was really tho wilo ol Mr 
Lush, or that she acted with his instructions 
or concurrence in hiring those waitresses. 
MraLueb was then called in evidence; she

Strong efforts wore made 
to obtain from this w'tnese an admission ot 
the character of ber house, but nothing was 
elioited, as usual, to prove its positive disre- 
pute. The witness maintained that many 
respectable ladies called in the summor after" 
noons and took refreshments with their hus- 
bands. 

At five o'clock p, m. Mr Robertson ad. 
dressed tho Court on behalf of his client— 
and at six o'clock tho jury returned a verdict 
of S75 end costs in favor of Pluiutiff. 

Postal. — Letters Bent hence must have a 
Colonial stamp attached. A local law 
enforces this regulation, ond has done bo for 
a long time. JN T ow news reaches us from 
England that the Imperial Government has 
no postal arrangement with JRritisb Colum- 
bia, and declining lo recognize our Biamps 
as of any value, oollecis tho postage over 
again on letters sent there from the Colony. 
We have been shown envelopes with six 
Colonial stamps attached, upon which thirty 
cents were demanded ui Loudon b^ore the 
postal authorities would relinquish them to 
tho part es to whom they were directed. We 
cannot imagine what cxcugo will bo found for 
this extiaordinary proceeding; but wo do 
know that a Colony which pays so roundly 
lor the inaiutonar.ee of its official* is at least 
entitled lo have its postal uflaira placed on 
such a footing that a tax will not be exacted 
at both ends of tho route. As a matter of 
course, correspondents who have purchased 
dishonored stumps are entitled to have the 
mouoy thoy paid out refunded; and (us 
another matter of course) there will be steps 
taken to remedy ibo evil. But, in tho mean- 
time, what tuo the Colonists, who already 
pay more heavily for postal facilities which it 
appears they don't get, than any other British 
people, to do with their letters? ond are 
our local aothorities responsible in any way 
for the blunders which so frequently occur? 



The Indians. — Sioeo tho two distressing 
cases of smull-pox which havo lately ap- 
peared amongst us, the pubiic ute uguin con- 
siderably excited abiut any Indians being 
ullowed lo roinaia iu the city, if is said, with 
much force, that several hundred might as 
well be allowed to remain iu our midst as 
two or three scoro ; for ihe imuller number 
living where they do, areju3tas likely to re- 
taiu and disseminate the disease throughout 
the whole population as the larger. It can- 
not be denied there aro Blill somo horrible 
loaibsouie-lookiLg crcaturos allowed to tro- 
quent the public thoroughfares. Against 
their removal, which would certainly be a 
great public good, tho difficulties thrown in 
tho way by our imperfect laws are brought 
forward; but in this case of soil-protection 
we ought to act, as we did in the late sup- 
posed Fonian raid, and in a measure overlook 
the strict requirements of tho law, provided 
no positive harshness or wrong is done to 
these poor creatures. It is gratifying to know 
the authorities are at last fully alive to this 
important question, and we trust ihe ' Hon 
Colonial Secretary will lake a decided stand 
upon it, and order tho immediate removal ol 
alt Indians who are obnoxious to tho Sani- 
tary condition of the city. 

Dsatii and Supposed JRoiiukrv from the 
Dead Body. — A Capt Mclvonzio died of 
small-pox at Sires' Hotel, Port Townsend, 
after on illness of seme ten days, on Thurs 
■ lay last. Whon taken ill ho stated to the 
physioicm who was oulled that he had amplo 
means, and desired proper nursing. After 
his decease bis effects were examined, but no 
money was found — and a rumor soon spread 
that be had been robbed. The following 
day tho man who had been employed us 
nurse was arrested on iho charge of having 
s'olon money belonging to the deceased ; us 
during tho day, while in a state of intoxica 
tion, ho was heard to remark that bo had 
received from tho deceased what would 
make him a rich man. On his way to jail 
he is said to have swnllowod a certificate ol 
deposit or a bank check of tho value ol 
several thousand dollurs. Tbo whole affair 
is shrouded in mystery, and is exciiing con 
stderablo interest in the community. Many 
cuuUicliug stories aro utloat, and pub.ic 
sentiment is divided as to whero the guilt 
lies, if indeed there is uny guilt, especially 
as ihe moo has bueo u resident on the Sound 
for tho last four years ; and his hones y 
until cow has never been culled in question. 

Overland Railway. — Tiiero aro 15,000 
men employed in the construction of the 
Overland Riilway.

TIib Kanaimo Selectiou— Speech ef 
Mr King. 



Nanaimo. Nov 2nd, I8G8. 

A large and influential meeting assembled 
at the Court-house, on Friday evening last, 
to meet Mr Ring and hear from him his 
political views. Oo entering tho room he 
was greeted with loud applause. 

Mr Sabiston was called to tho chair. 

Mr Ring began by remii ling the electors 
of his former connection with ihera as their 
representative, and advorted to his struggles 
to obtain for them bonetioia! enactments, 
such as : That Nanaimo ebould be made a 
port of entry. Session after session this was 
strenuously opposed, and tbo opposition, as- 
sisted by our late representative, prevailed for 
a time, but at laat bad to give way and tardy 
justice slowly yielded up the boon. He re- 
minded them of bis ecdeavors to obtain local 
Courts ol Law, Public Schools, Regular and 
Frequent Postal Transmission of Letters, the 
Construction of Roads, the application of a 
fair proportion of the Revenue contributed 
by Nanniuao to its local wants. All of which 
topics Bbould agaio form part of bis duties if 
ho was again returned to tho Legislature. 
He said that up to a very few days ago 
Confederation with Canada was vehemently 
agitated by headlong politicians, and pressed 
as a true test of soundness in the men seek- 
ing admission into our Colonial Council — 
that any Candidate who woal l not pledge 
himself to this rasasure was unworthy of a 
seat therein. The citadel of our prosperity 
has for a long time been injured and threat- 
ened with destruction, and now it mast, ac« 
cording to these men, bs fortified by Conn 
federation. But I (said Mr Ring) am one ol 
that class which ventured to doubt tbo in 
tnnsio value of tho gracious present, but, 
nevertheless, I will give the question by-and- 
by my calmest and fullest consideration. He 
then dwelt on tbo danger of sodden changes. 
Ho taunted the House of Assembly and 
Legislative Council (in Governor Kennedy's 
time] with the use ol immatured expressions 
in a resolution by which we were deprived 
of Representative Institutions in their proper 
sense. That no excuse should be admitted 
for a solemn deliberative Assembly using 
words by which the Home Government 
we r e enabled to transfer a Colony of 
frc5 men into a Colony of slaves. 
Our chains mast be struck off, and when 
we shall have assumed the part and 
mien of freemen wo will bo in a position to 
discus) Confederation and every other polit- 
ical question, and not till then. (Load ap- 
plause.) He then advorted to tho necessity 
of reducing the Tariff and wholly tlriking xl 
off at once, frons Flour, Rice, Sugar, fitn. 
(Applause.) He dwell npon the successful 
policy ot England in striking the duties off 
500 articles of importation— the removal ol 
duties on cattle, sheep, pigs and all tho primo 
necessaries of life ; utid the final repeal of the 
Corn Liwa; and he looked forward to the 
day when we should do likewhe, and thus, at 
lo .at lor tho most uselul and staple necessa- 
ries of life, ro-eatablish Free Port onco more. 
(Long applause.) Ho pledged himself to 
advocate Reciprocity, step by stop; but 
would not rush into the whole of it ' per aul- 
tu:n,' und that he would urge the abaoluio 
necessity of oncouruging the homo trade by 
the best means — that is by roads. Then as 
to Ilttrenchment, it must bo made on a true 
basis by first ascertaining; tho cxaot stnte of 
our income, then regulating oar expenditure 
accordingly, This would be the bost way ol 
representing the Queen hero with true dig" 
oity. There should also be reserved in tho 
Treasury a fund for sudden emergencies.. 
'< The meeting closed with Ring Jor evert— 
and hie return may bo looked on as oortain.

Tbe Great Earthquake. 

FUIITHEH DETAILS — FORTY THOUSAND PEtt- 
SONS KILLED Oil BURIED UNDER ITS ItUINS 
, — PESTILENCE AND FAMINE THE KESULT. 

Guayaquil, Sept. 10 — Tho regular 
mails from Quito arrivotl at this city on 
tho 27th ult., bringing further particulars, 
of tho terrible earthquake of the IGth of 
August. The desolation nnd destruction 
is even greater than at first estimated. 
The loss of life has been put down at 
40,000, and is I beliovod not fur from the 
truth. About fifteen towns have been 
completely destroyed and others seriously 
injured. In tho City of Quito nine 
churches aro in ruins, and nearly all the 
houses have more or less suffered. But 
the principal trunsuction took placo in 
the Province of Itnbabura. Of tbo towns 
of Ibarra, Otnrulo, and Cotucachi no 
vestige remains, having been completely 
swept from the faco of tho earth. . The 
City of Ibarra was the capital of tint 
province, and was a very handsome town, 
about 21 leagues distant from Quito, nnd 
situated on a bountiful plain about 7000 
feet above tho level of tho sea. The 
population, just previous to its destruc- 
tion, is estimated to havo bee'J 1C.000, of 
which number 13,000 were buriod under its 
ruins. Ocarulo was situated to tho east 
of Ibarra. It contained about 10,000 in- 
habitnniB, of whom from 0000 to 7000 
perished. Cotacaehi was to tbe north of 
Otaralo. It contained many good build- 
ings. The la,ger part of the town was 
composed of Indiuus, of a very light color 
and well formed. Tho features of the 
women are said to have been very beuutL 
ful. Tho total population of this province 
is calculated to have 05,500. Estimating 
that 35 per cent were saved, gives the 
terrible result of 43,000 who havo perish- 
ed' This provineo was one of the most 
fsriilo und productive in the republic 
Tho inhabitants weto an industrious peo« 
pie, principally engaged in agriculture 
and manufacture of coarse cotton goods. 
Tho busy hum of life is hushed, and 
where yesterday plenty and prosperity 
abounded, is to-day a ruin and wilderness 
covering thousands of corpses, whoso 
moldering remains initko the air pestifer- 
ous, and tho region uninhabitable. The 
descriptions tlmt havo come to hand from 
various points desolated by this visitation 
are heartrending. As I beforo informed 
you, tho earthquako took placo at mid- 
night, when all were in tho deepest 
slumber, The shock was too suddeu for 
auy one to escape. In the mojority of 
instances the houses at once fell over the 
heads of the helpless victims, either killing 
them outright or burying them alive 
under the ruins. Those who were so lor- 
tunate as to escape with their lives had of 
course no clothing but that in which they 
had retired, and they were thus placed in 
the most distressing condition; with no 
money, they could obtain no food. The 
destruction everywhere was so complete 
that even motley itseif was of no value. 
To those horrors must be udded that the 
Indians of tho surrounding countries rose 
and could not bo prevailed upon to aid in 
saviug thoso who were baried ulivc under 
tho ruins, lieuce tho unfortunates who 
were not immedietely killed were forced 
to linger and finally die of hunger and 
thirst. Within a few days after the 
catastophres tho dead bodies began to 
decompose, and tho living were compelled 
to fly from the scene. The price of all 
provisions and produce has risen, and 
must continue to do so. After the pe«ti 
lence must como famine. The producing 
element has been cut down, and hence 
the people have nothing to \cok forward 
to. They are iu the most lamentable con^ 
dition ia which human beings can be 
placed. They merit the sympathy of the 
world. Tho Government bus thus far 
acted well, hut it is poor and cannot o..s 
the suffering. Foreign aid is invoked nnd 
should be sent without delay. Tho culs 
amity is a terrible one for Ecuador. Tho 
full extent of tho earthquake is not 
yet known, but it was felt far iuto . tbe 
interior of Columbia, among tho moun- 
tains of Pasto. You will, perhaps, soon 
hoar from that quarter. Tho Medical 
Commission sent out by tho Governmet 
writes from Gurauqni, undor date of Aug 
22, as follows :— "i'ho destruction of the 
whole of the canton of Catuchi we have 
first to noto. Its two towns were totally 
destroyed without having left as much 
a vestige of their former presence. From 
all the information wo havo gathered, 
percent of the population was saved here. 
The surrounding farms are destroyed; 
great fissures run through the grouud, 
making it completely valueless as an agri 
cultural district. Following the direction 
of the Western Cordilleras, and ia the 
order of the injury inflicted, aro tho for 
er towns of Tutubaliru, Urcuqtil, a 
Salinas, which are in the same end condi- 
tion, but aro unapproachable from tho 
fact that the roads have totally disap 
peaked, and all tho bridges swept aivuy. 
Tho town of Atnntaqni is also destroyed; 
of its population one-fifth have beenBavsd. 
Tbo farms surrounding this place havo 
suffered terribly. Of Ibarra, two thirds 
of the inhabitants havo been saved, and if 
only 50 persoas had energetically gone to 
work to extrieato those who were buried 
alive, tho number of victims would not 
havo exceeded 300 in number. But in- 
dolence, apathy, and a thirst for robbery 
among the people prevented any attempt 
from being made to unearth tho victim 
whose cries aud lamentations .sontinujd for 
five and six days. Our endeavors to 
bring together all tho wounded at one 
point and establish a ho-pital havo been 
i'utilo. The local authorities held out no 
inducements to us, nor gave tho slightest 
attention to our representations. All 
attempts to got tho peoplo away from the 
ruins whon a petileiico must soon break 
out und give riso to putrid fevers, have 
been unsuccessful. Tho desire to steal 
and rob is too great to keep them awuy. 
A horrible futuro is iu store for us."
